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Loans for part-time 


students 


If you are a part-time student, you may be 
eligible for loans under the Canada 
Student Loans Program. These loans are 
available to supplement other financial 
resources such as your own earnings, your 
family’s earnings, as well as scholarships 


and bursaries. 


You may be eligible for 


both a grant and a loan 
for part-time studies. 


¢ lf you cannot study full- 
time and your income is 
below a certain level, 
you may be eligible for 
a grant of up to $1,200. 
(See the table on page 4 
for maximum income 
limits for grants for part- 
time students.); 


¢ lf you qualify, the grant 
portion will be awarded 
first, and the remaining 
assessed need will be 
issued as a loan; 


¢ Even if you do not qualify 
for a grant, you may still 
be eligible for a loan; and 


¢ Your total outstanding 
principal balance on all 
part-time Canada student 
loans must not exceed 
$4,000 at any time. 


This brochure refers 
to Canada student 
loans for part-time 
students negotiated 
on or after August 1, 
1995. If you have a 
part-time loan that 
was granted before 
then, other provisions 
apply. Consult your 
lender, your provincial 
or territorial student 
aid office or the 
Education Support/ 
Student Assistance 
Branch for further 
information.

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Where to apply 


Information and application forms are 
available from the Education 
Support/Student Assistance Branch of 
Human Resources Development Canada 
(HRDC), the student aid office in your 
province or territory (addresses and 
telephone numbers are listed at the end of 
this brochure), from campus financial aid 
offices at most colleges and universities as 
well as admissions offices at vocational 
schools.

What’s new? 


The Canada Student Loans Program was 
changed on August 1, 1995 to improve 
financial assistance to post-secondary 
students. Before then, student loans were 
issued under the Canada Student Loans 
Act and Regulations. Loans issued on or 
after August 1, 1995 are governed by the 
Canada Student Financial Assistance Act 
(CSFAA) and Regulations. 


If you are getting Canada 


student loan assistance on 
or after August 1, 1995, 


you must transfer your 
existing Canada student 
loans, if any, to a lender 
who has entered into a 


If you have a Canada 
student loan and are 
not applying for any 
more assistance, 

you may keep your 
present Canada 
student loan with 


the same lender 
even if the lender is 
a non-participating 
lender under the 
new legislation. 


contract with the federal 
government. (Such a lender 
is known as a “Participating 
Lender”.) 


All your Canada student loans, both part- 
time and full-time, must be held by the 
same lender. 


Are you eligible? 


To be eligible for a part-time Canada 
student loan, you must: 


e Bea Canadian citizen or permanent 
resident and living in Canada; 


e Bea resident of a province or territory 
that participates in the Canada Student 
Loans Program. You may apply to the 
province where you will be attending 
school. The province of Quebec and the 
Northwest Territories do not participate 
in the Canada Student Loans Program 
but they do operate their own student 
assistance plans; 


e Enrol, or be qualified to enrol, ina 
designated post-secondary educational 
institution in a program leading to a 
degree, diploma or certificate. 
Designated schools are those which 
have been approved for Canada student 
loans by a province or territory; 


¢ Enrol, or be qualified to enrol, in 
between 20% and 59% of a full-time 
course load. Students with permanent 
disabilities are required to enrol in 
between 20% and 39% of a full-time 
course load; and 


e Have a gross family income of no more 
than that shown in the following table. 
(Gross family income means the amount 
before taxes and includes wages, liquid 
assets, income from investments and 
monetary gifts).

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How to apply 


Get an application form from the student 
aid office of the province or territory 
where you will be studying. Please note: 
you must be a resident of a province or 
territory that participates in the Canada 
Student Loans Program. (The province of 
Quebec and the Northwest Territories 
operate their own student assistance 
plans.) If you are a permanent resident 
of a participating province but are 
attending school in Quebec or the 
Northwest Territories, you should apply 
to your own provincial student aid office 
for assistance; 


Complete the application form including 
your income and resources; 


If you have or anticipate having child 
care expenses while you are enroled in 
part-time studies, include them. Enter 
only the actual or estimated weekly 
costs incurred for babysitting during 
hours of class; 


Take the form to the Registrar's office 
at your school for completion of your 
course information; 


Complete and sign the section on 
the form entitled, “Certification of 
Information by Applicant”; and 


Return or mail the form to your provincial 
or territorial student aid office at the 
address indicated at the end of this 
brochure. 
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How much will you get? 


The amount of money you will receive varies 
according to your individual circumstances. 
If you have a family income at or below the 
maximum income limits for part-time loans 
(see page 4) and you meet the 

eligibility criteria, the amount of your loan 
will be based on costs calculated by your 
provincial or territorial authority. 


Costs include: 


e All compulsory school fees, including 
tuition. The cost of membership in a 
professional or other society required 
for your program of study may also be 
considered; 


e The cost of prescribed texts and 
instruments; 


¢ A miscellaneous allowance of $10 per 
week per course to cover incidentals; 


e An allowance for local transportation to 
and from classes; and 


e An allowance for the actual cost of 
child care incurred during class hours. 


Requesting a review 


You may request that your original Canada 
student loan application be reconsidered if 
you think that emergency or extenuating 
circumstances might support the 
consideration of other costs. You may 
receive additional funds as long as the 
principal balance of all of your part-time 
Canada student loans does not exceed 
$4,000. 


How to negotiate and 
repay a part-time 
Canada student loan 


When your loan application is approved, 
your province or territory will issue a 
certificate of eligibility (Form 1A) to you. 
(In some provinces, this is mailed to you; 
in other provinces you may be required to 
pick it up from your educational 
institution.) 


This will allow you to obtain a loan from a 
lending institution for the amount 
indicated. 


You must begin to make interest payments 
on your loan 30 days after it is cashed. 


However, if your family income is below a 
specified level, you may be eligible for the 
Interest Relief Plan. Under this Plan, the 
federal government pays the interest on 
your loan and, during this time, you do not 
have to make any loan payments. Interest 
Relief is normally approved for 3 month 
periods, for a maximum lifetime benefit of 
up to 18 months. Ask your lender for details. 


You must begin to make 
payments on the principal 
amount of your loan, as 
well as continue to make 
interest payments, six 
months after you cease 
your studies. Repayment 


Even if you don't 
negotiate a new loan 


for your next period of 
study, 


you must submit a 
Confirmation of 


Enrolment (Schedule 2) 
to your lender. This will 
maintain your loan in 
the status in which only 
interest payments are 
required. 


arrangements are made 
with the lending 
institution holding your 
loan, after you complete 
your studies.

If you switch to full-time study, you have 

to continue to make the interest payments 
on your part-time loan during studies. If 
you are unable to make your student loan 
payments without hardship (given your 
family income and size, and amount of your 
loan payments), you may be eligible for the 
Interest Relief Program as outlined on the 
previous page. 


All part-time Canada student loans 

cashed on or after August 1, 1995 will be 
consolidated into one loan agreement. The 
loan agreement will be revised as you cash 
each new part-time Canada student loan. 


Your responsibilities 


Once you have received your loan you 
must: 


Submit a Schedule 2 (Confirmation of 
Enrolment) to your lender if you are 
continuing in studies but are not 
negotiating a new part-time loan; 


Make payments on the interest only 
while you are studying, and then repay 
both the principal and the interest 
beginning six months after you cease 
studies; 


Comply with the instructions, terms and 
conditions printed on the reverse side of 
your part-time Canada student loan 
document; 


Notify your lender of any change in your 
name and/or address; and 
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e Discuss any repayment problems 
immediately with your lender. Revisions 
of the terms of repayment or Interest 
Relief may be available. 


If you have difficulty repaying your loan 
because of a permanent disability, you may 
apply to have the loan paid by the federal 
government on your behalf. For further 
information, see the brochure entitled, 
Canada Student Loans Program — 
Assistance for Students with Permanent 
Disabilities. 


Grants for part-time 
students 


If you are a part-time student with 
demonstrated financial need, you may 
qualify for a grant of up to $1,200 from 
the federal government. If you require 
additional financial assistance, you may 
also be eligible for a part-time loan.

Are you eligible? 


To be eligible for a part-time grant, you must 
comply with all the eligibility requirements 
for a part-time Canada student loan. In 
addition, you are required to: 


e Explain why you can only study ona 
part-time basis. For example, your 
financial situation is such that you 
cannot study on a full-time basis, or you 
have family or other responsibilities that 
do not permit full-time study; and 


Have a gross income of no more than 
that shown in the following chart (gross 
family income includes wages, liquid 
assets, income from investments, and 
monetary gifts). 


Those students who choose not to complete 
their studies in a timely manner, or intend 
to study part-time to improve their grade 
standing, or have excessive voluntary debt 
payments (charge accounts, car loan 
payments), or cite non-availability of full- 
time program courses, are not eligible for 
Special Opportunity Grant funding.
